BOISE.— Wilder onion farmer 
Phil Balt takes center kage at mid- 
day today, as he becomes Idaho’s 
first Republican government in 
nearly a quarter century. 

Tbe swearing in of Batt and Eve 
other Republicans to sutewide of- 
fice climaxes one of the biggest 
GOP electoral victories in Idaho in 
generations. 

Just-renamed state Controller J.D. 
Williams is the only Democrat still 
holding a major political ofTicc, and 
the number of Democrats in the. 


' Legislature iis at its lowest since the 
1920s. 

Batt, 67, splayed a 6ritical-roIe in 
rebuilding a state party that suffered 
one of its worst defeats at the polls 
just four yrars ago. He brought unity 
back to its badly divided ranks as 
chairaanin'1991 and 1992, produc- 
ingu solid, victory two years ago. 

And then os the party’s guberna- 
torial nominee, he, came from be- 
hind to overrun long-favored Demo- 
cratic Attorney General Larry 
EchoHawk to be the first Republi-

City plans hearings on canyon-rim proposal

TWIN FALLS - The city hasn’t forgot- 
ten about a proposed cdnyoit-rim zoning 
'distriol,'despiic the recent excitement at 
City Hall about the possibility of landing a 
S1.3 billion factory near the Shake River 
Canyon at the Hansen Bridge. 

At the beginning of December, the City 
Council tabled on ordinance that would cre- 
ate special zoning laws for any new devel- 
opment within I,OO0 feet of the Snake 
River or Rock Creek canyon rims. 

Becabe of state planning laws, the coun- 
cil has had to wait until Tuesday to hold 
more hearings on the law. 

In the intcriiri, council members have 
been meeting privately, with city officials, 
developers, residents and other council 
members to soil out tbeir concerns about 
the conyon-rim zoning district. 

ut-couQi^i mi^bers-ancLcity-Ofilcials 


say a conclusion' to the debate - at least 
over this ordinance - should be completed 
by the end of January. 

To be safe. City Planning Director 
LaMar Orton said he scheduled additional 
canyon-rim hearings for Jon. 1 6 and Feb. 6. 
Work sessions also coiild be held on Jam 9, 
Jon. 23 and Jon. 30. 

City Manager Tom' Courtney said the 
city needs to decide how best to preserve 
canyon-rim lands before development 
removes preservation as an option. ' ■ 

As written now, - the canyon*rim ordi- 
nance would enforce tougher restrictioris on 
building heights, colors and signs near the 
canyon rims in the city’s jurisdiction. 
Building setbacks also are redefined but 
remain unchanged in most areas along the 
canyons. 

Property owners say they don’t think the 
city has the authority to put undue restric- 
tions on their right to develop rim lands. 

' ' Whatever new laws are drafted for rim 


areas must maintain a balance between the 
public’s right to regulate and the private, 
resident’s right to develop property. 
Courtney said. 

‘That’s a real challenge,”' Courtney said. 
“That’s why it's .taken os long os it has to 
get to this point.” ' 

Orton said he’s only aware of one build- 
ing permit that has been submitted, for 
conyon-rim .development sinec a develop- 
ment moratorium ended in November.

' Looking out toward the empty auditorium 
today, it’s to imagine it flU^ with 350 peo- 
ple (tlte seating capacity) or even 400-plus peo- 
ple, who regularly managed to squeeze in. - 
That means the building would accommodate - 
almost the entire present-day population of 
Hairington, as long as people didn’t mind 
squeezing in tight. By last count, Harrington bad 
a population of 492, not'eounting the ^osts of 
The Silly Entertainers. 

The members of the 'Harrington Opera House ' 


squeeze the entire population of Hairington into 
a newly rcstoied OpOT House. 

Since 1992, this group has been raising^ 
money to restore the grand old building on the 
main street of Harrington, about 50 miles south- 
west of Spokane. The goal is simple; to moke it, 

' once again, the cultural center of Lincoln 
County. 

“We’d like to see at least one major produc- 
tion there a month,” said Tom Fitzpatrick, presi- 
dent of the Harrington Chamber of . Commerce 
and owner of the C^lenger Cafe. 

The society’s ambitions go beyond that The 
Opera House, occupies the second fioor of the 
building. The society wants to restore the first 
floor of the building, too, and turn it into a 
— m'useum,:nTseoiotcentef and maybe even n teen- 
center. T 

The 104 members of the society have their 
work cut out for them. When they* first took on 
the project, the building needed new wiring, 
new plumbing, new heating, new lighting, new 
. seats, new exilian elevator and a new roof. 

; Last year,' they raised enough pioncy to put 
on a new roof, which leaves only the new 
wiring, new plumbing, new heating, etc., etc. 

“I’d say we need $500,000,” said Gail 
Turner, a member of the soci^. 

“I’d say between three-quoiters of a million 
and $1 million," said retired Hairington resident 
Paul Turner, her husband and the president of

the society. “And that’s with volunteer help.” 
Those numbers ore alarming for a group that 
raises money by selling T-shirts and “holiday 
idea books.”

'“Restored and clean^ up, the exterior would 
really shine out,” said Spokane architect Ron 
Ton, who be’dune interested in the restoration 
after he recently toured the building. "And the 

stage is j ust cha rming.” 

It all bc^nTiack in 1904 when a Ham'rigton 
firm, J.R. Buirill and Co., designed and bpilt the 
building for $25,000. The Bonk of Harrington 
was the main tenant on the. ground floor, which 
is why the entire buiIding.soon became known 
as the Bonk Block. A boi^ shop, a cigar store, 
a bowling alley and the Harrington Citizen 
newspaper also occupied the ground floor. 

On the second floor, however, was the build- 
ing's crown jewel, the Harrington Opera House. 
In the Harringiori Citizen’s not-disintercsted- 
b^mon, it was “the best oironged show house-in 
the country.” 

“The Opera House was the main port of the 


building,” said Fitzpatrick. "The bottom part 
was there to pay for it.” 

In'Dcccmbcr 1904, the Opera House had its 
inaugural show: the Lady Minstrels, 30 singing 
and dancing Harrington wniCn. 

, "The Lady Minstrels gave the swellcst cos- 
tumed home talent entertainment ever seen in 
this city,” gushed the Harrington Citizen on 
Dec! 23, 1904. 

For the licxl'few decades, the building was 
thc'lown’s-'seiciarcentcr.~Evcn”the'barbcr’sh£)p' 
and its accompanying bathhouse became a kind 
of gathering place. 

“Years ago, the hired men from the ranches 
would come in and have their baths there," said 
Margaret Kupers, a Horrington resident for 78 
years. "Yes, Saturday nights were big nights 
around here in those days." 

More often than hot, the freshly bathed ranc|i 
hands would get duded up and head upstain to 
the Opera House. For years, it was thc%ite of a 
weekly community dance.- But the fttioii was 
hardly confined to the dance floor. ^ 

"There was more gomg bn out in the alley 


than in the dance,” said Paul Turner, who 
remembers those donees from his childhood. 

There was plenty going on all over town in 
those days. In 1920, Harrington had a popula- 
tion of 882, almost double today’s population. 
And there were more people on the surrounding 
farms and ranches. 

“In the 1929$ 1930s, the area tiad a popu- 

lation of 1,500,”' said Fitzpatrick. “Every farm 
had two or three hired hands.” 
Ab'burth'c'timc'bf World War 11," farming “ 
' became more mechanized. One farmer could 
work far more land with fewer hired hands. 
Harrington began to shrink. 

"We used to have three grocery stores,” soid 
Kupers. "Nqw wc havejust one.” 

Times were tough for the Opera House, too. 

' A new community hall was built as ponjif the 
American Legion Hall across the street. Ifdldn’t 
have the elegance of the Opera House, but it 
also bidn't have a huge staircase to negotiate. . 
By the 1950s, the Opera House was relegated 
mostly to hosting school fimetions. Then, in- 
1954, it closed for good.
